(Of the many French 
parties which won seats in the re- 
cent parliamentary elections, the 
two largest, which are absolutely 
necessary to a coalition govern- 
ment which can withstand Com- 
munist opposition, are the So- 
cialists and the Popular Repub- 
licans.) Twice now proposed pre- 
miers have managed to obtain 
agreement on one and have failed 
on the other. Meanwhile, the 
nation goes along operated 
through its permanent staffs in 
the civil service. The nation is 
stronger than its political sys- 
tem, but it cannot much longer 
go ahead without a government.

PARIS, Aug. 3.—In a note re- 
flecting their “complete accord” 
on the Saar, France, the United 
States and Britain rejected Friday 
a demand by Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer of West Germany that 
the people of the Saar immedi- 
ately receive the right to choose 
between France and Germany. 

The note, drafted by repre- 
sentatives of the three Western 
Powers meeting here this week, 
was delivered to Dr. Adenauer by 
John J: McCloy, United - States 
High Commissioner in Germany. 
It reaffirmed the Allies’ decision 
to support the present status of 
the Saar until conclusion of a 
peace treaty with the Bonn Re- 
public, “or a treaty taking its 
place.” 

At present the Saar has its own 
government and by an agreement 
of March 3, 1950, its steel and 
coal products will go to France 
for 50. years. 

The note was issued in reply to 
a letter from Dr. Adenauer to the 
three governments May 29.

We are delighted that Gov. Herman 
Talmadge has reaffirmed his belief it is 
bad public policy for legislators to hold 
public office. : 

The Governor told The Constitution’s 
political editor, M. L. St. John, last night 
no one sitting in the General Assembly 
should be appointed to a state job unless 
he first resigns his legislative post. 


Thus, the governor is happily consist- . 


ent with the policy expressed by him first 
in an editorial in The Statesman, his po- 
litical newspaper, on May 15, 1947, while 
he was campaigning for his present office. 
The editorial, which we again reproduce, 
attacked then Acting Gov. M..E. Thompson 
for putting state legislators on the payroll. 
We thought then The Stateman’s stand was 
right. We think so now and are happy the 
governor agrees despite his earlier criti- 
cism of our editorial. ; 

It is true the state attorney general had 
not at that time ruled, as Atty. Gen. Eu- 
gene Cook did recently, that legislators 
are eligible for state jobs not directly cre- 
ated by state law. There is a principle in- 
volved, however. Evengmif the hiring of 
legislators by department heads is not il- 
legal, the fact that the governor has made 
known in an emphatic manner that he does 
not favor the practice ought to be sufficient 
to stop it. 

Gov. Talmadge pointed out he has 
named only one Legislator, W. G. Pearl- 
man of Americus, to a state job and that 
he first required Mr. Pearlman to resign as 
a member of the General Assembly. That 
is a commendable record and its signifi- 

cance should not be lost to other state 
officials who have hired legislators or who 
are under pressure to do so. ! 

The employment of members of the 
General Assembly in state jobs is not 
against the law. We have nothing against 
those who have been so employed. But is 
it good public policy? The governor be- 
lieves not. We agree. It certainly is not 
sound practice for those who create the 
jobs by legislation and appropriation, 
whether directly or indirectly, to proceed 
to get themselves on the payroll. 

Apparently the governor, after recon- 
sideration, regretted his remark earlier yes- 
terday about newspapermen in state jobs. 
Many of us have learned a lesson in that re- 
spect. We can look into other fields of pub- 
lic service and see newspapermen who are 
doing a fine job for the people. Some are 
doing so in State jobs. Even though there 
is a great difference in a newspaperman 
and a legislator being on the state payroll, 
we doubt any newspaperman has any busi- 
ness in any sort of state job. That is why the

State Constitution Violated When Job 
Holder Fails To Resign Seat 
In Assembly 


A check of the pay roll of the State of Georgia reveals 
that Acting Governor Melvin Thompson has placed many 
Legislators on State jobs at enormous salaries, particu- 
larly, it: seemps, where the Senator or Representative is 
said to be “CLOSE TO ED”. 

These distinguished gentlemen have been named to 
“jobs”” with somewhat innocuous titles, such as “Investi- 
yator—Liquor Division”, “Deputy Director’, “Inspector”, 
“Aide” etc., while seveval others, reputed to be “closest 
to Ed” have been appointed to the highest posts possible 
in the State government. 

Article III, Section 4, Paragraph VI of the Constitution 
of Georgia reads as follows: : 

“Eligibility; appointments forbidden.—Ne persen 
holding a military commission, or other appointment, 
or office, having any emolument, or compensation az 
nexed thereto, under this State or the United Sates, or 
either of them except Justices of the Peace and officers 
of the militia, nor any defaulter for public money or 
for any legal taxes required of him shal] have a seat 
in either house; nor shall any Senator. or Repreeenta- 
tive, after his qualification as such, be elected by the 
General Assembly, or appointed by the Governor, either 
‘with or without the advice or consent of the Semate, te 
any office or appointment having any emolument an- 
nexed thereto, during the time for which he shall have 
been elected, unless he shall first resign hie seat, pro 
vided, however, that during the term for which he was 
elected no Senator or Representative shall be appointed 
te any civil office which has been created during such 
term.”

The Lessons ‘of the Three E’s 


A New York Times story on the Penn- 
sylvania Turnpike, often called the great- 
est motor road in the world, points up some 
pertinent facts about safety. 

On the 273 miles of this four-lane high- 
way, with a 10-foot middle strip and no 
grade crossings, the accident rate for last 
year was higher than that on the rural 
roads of the nation. 

Traffic officers attribute the turnpike 
accident rate to failure of motorists to 
obey existing rules of the road and to lack 
of enough patrolmen to enforce those rules. 
Or, as a safety expert put it, “Good engi- 


neering must be accompanied by strict 
enforcement and by effective education of 
the public to accomplish good results.” 

Traffic authorities of Atlanta and of 
Georgia will do well to take heed. 

As the city builds expressways and the 
state extends the four-lane strip on U. S. 41 
and plans other high-speed roads we must 
not forget the lesson of the three E’s of 
highway safety—Engineering, Education, 
Enforcement. 

No one or two of these factors is enough. 
It takes all three to achieve a low count 
in damage, injury and death on the road.

Brown Urges 


Cotton Loan Hike 


WASHINGTON—Officials of the Commodi- 
ties Credit Corporation are being urged by Rep. 
Paul Brown of Elberton to increase the loan 
value on cotton from 31.71 to 36 cents per pound. 


The request on the government agency is being made with a 
view to assuring farmers of a reasonable profit on current crop 
operations. 

Brown pointed out to the CCC that the government has called 
on cotton farmers for all-out production this year to meet world 
shortages in fibers. As an encouragement to this end, all acreage 
restrictions have been lifted. 

But increased production costs, reflected in higher prices for 
labor, materials and fertilizers, threaten to wipe out the farmer’s 
margin of profit, he said. “The cost of producing the present year 
crop will be the highest in history,” he told CCC officials. 


Officials have given a sympathetic hearing to the Brown pro- 
posal and have promised to review the cotton loan situation after 
the next crop report, which comes on Aug. 8. In addition to an 
increase in the loan value on cotton, the Elberton member is also 
asking that a higher price be set on cottonseed. He is optimistic 
over prospects for gaining favorable action on his requests. 


In view of the large cotton crop expected from the current 
year’s operation, an increase in the loan value of cotton would be 
of great benefit to Southern farmers, since it would maintain prices 
at a level that would be profitable to producers. 


‘ A Georgia man is scheduled to become the next 
QMC Chief quartermaster general of the Army. He is Maj, 
Gen. George A. Horkan, formerly of Augusta, who until last month 
was chief of the Army Quartermaster Division in the European 
Theater. 

General Horkan is-slated to move up to the head of one of the 
top technical services of the Army when Maj. Gen. Herman Feld- 
man, the present quartermaster general, retires soon. He came 
up in the service from a battalion sergeant major out of the Geor- 
gia National Guard in 1917, rising steadily through the ranks. 

Presently on assignment in Washington, his recent recall from 
the European theater was said to have been ordered. with a view 
of preparing him for his new assignment. 


During the three years he served as chief of the EUCOM Quar- 
termaster Division, General Horkan was credited with introducing 
a reclamation program that saved the Army millions of dollars. 
Troops know him best because he saw to it that they were served 
ice cream while on maneuvers. He is the father of the mobile 
field refrigeration unit for company-level kitchens, clothing-altera- 
tion trailers and the kitchen classrooms on wheels. 

One of his most important assignments during his 34-year Army 
career was as chief of the Memorial Division, which was the 
QM organization responsible for the return and burial of World 
War II dead. He held that post from February, 1946, until August, 
1948, when he was named to the European command job. Gen- 
eral Horkan’s wife is the former Mary Thompson of Atlanta.

Joe Stalin and Mao Il 


WASHINGTON—Chinese Communist dictator Mao Tse-tung has 
clearly warned his opposite number in the Kremlin that he con- 
siders all of Asia an exclusive province for the expansion of Chi- 
nese power. This is the only reasonable interpretation of the real 
meaning of seven articles, written by high Chinese Communist 
officials and published within the last month in China. 


“Mao Tse-tung’s theory of the Chinese revolution,” an “enrich- 
ment of Marxism-Leninism,” must be the basis for solving the 
“problems of revolution in the colonial and semicolonial coun- 
tries.” These countries are “Viet-Nam (Indo-China), Burma, Indo- 
nesia, Malaya and the Philippines,” with “India, Japan and other 
countries,” in a second, less urgent category. The new dogma is 
stated explicitly: 

“The classic type of revolution in imperialist countries was the 
October revolution (in Russia). The elassic type of revolution in 
colonial and semicolonial countries is the Chinese revolution.” 

Stalin will most certainly understand what is meant by this 
Mao is in effect saying to Stalin: “Europe is yours. But Asia is 
mine. Keep out.” 

It is reasonable to assume that this none too subtle declaration 
of ideological independence and expansionist intention has shaken 
the Kremlin like nothing else since the defection of Tito. But does 
this mean that Mao Tse-tung is to become another Tito? 


: The whole tone of the seven articles indicates 
Bad Bargain very clearly that Mao Tse-tung will welcome 
a really equal alliance with the Soviet Union, provided the sphere 
of expansion of each partner is clearly marked out. For a time 
at least, the Kremlin may accept this, as the best of a bad bargain. 
But in the Kremlin’s view, it can only be a very bad bargain. 
The Kremlin’s propaganda has never for a moment acknowl- 
edged Mao Tse-tung’s ambitious claims. Mao is regularly pic- 
tured as a humble and grateful disciple of the great Stalin. 
Moreover, according to the best intelligence, the Russians are mak- 
ing a determined effort to infiltrate and control the Chinese Com- 
munist apparatus. Finally, the Kremlin has a very powerful 
lever to use on Mao; the Chinese Communists cannot possibly 
carry on the Korean War, for example, without the weapons and 
supplies which can come only from Rusia. It is interesting that 
the seven articles were published soon after the Malik peace bid, 


which suggests that the Kremlin may have been using precisely . 


this lever. 

At any rate, there is now no daubt that the seed of conflict 
between the two great Communist powers have been sown. Yet 
if the conflict does break into open flame, nothing would be more 
foolish than to expect in China a precise repetition of Titoism. 
For one conclusion is implicit in all the available evidence. Mao 
Tse-tung’s China is more violently expansionist than Stalin’s Russia. 

; The Soviet leaders have had 30 years to digest 
New Wine their revolution. The Chinese Communists are 
intoxicated with the new wine of power. “Mao Tse-tung’s theory 
of the Chinese revolution” calls for “armed struggle”—which means 
violent revolution. The armed struggle in “the colonial and semi- 
colonial countries” is to be promoted and supported now, not at 
some time in the distant future. 

And an open break with the Kremlin, if it comes, is just as 
likely to increase as to diminish this appetite for power through- 
out Asia. 

Moreover, the Chinese Communist ambition to expand is alto- 
gether likely violently to stimulate the Soviet impulse to expand. 
If a competition for world Communist leadership develops, Stalin 
must literally at all costs outdo Mao Tse-tung, in order to contain 
and control his heretical rival. Thus Mao Tse-tung’s challenge to 
the Kremlin gives the West no grounds whatsoever for complacency. 

But at least it is worth noting that Mao Tse-tung is no 
bought-and-paid-for satellite stooge, and that he is not likely to 
become one without a most determined struggle. For this is one 
of the central facts of our time.

The President 
added that he knew under any conditions 
that General Eisenhower would put his duty 
to his country first.

They were happy, 
too, that the President let it be known that he 
thinks the general is doing a fine job in Europe. 

This nice pat on the back by the President 


was pleasing especially to those politicians in 
the Democratic Party who would like to see Gen- 
eral Ike at the head of their ticket, largely thus 
far a secret fraternity but including some sub- 
stantial figures in all parts of the country. They 
are keeping quiet because the President still 
has not indicated whether he intends to seek 
renomination. 

The devout wish of Democratic Eisenhower 
supporters is that the President, himself, ulti- 
mately will put his finger on the general, give 
him a personal “draft.” Their hopes were raised 
by the amiable attitude shown by Mr. Truman 
in this week’s press conference. 
can be taken as no clue. You can put all sorts 
of interpretations on waat the President said, as 
politicians of all varieties immediately began to 
do, fitting the interpretation to their special 
desires.

Community Kitchen 


Points Way for Dad 
_ To Get Junior To Eat. 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD a, 

Fathers: who regularly take over the week-end feeding of the 
children will be interested to know that scientific experiments are 
at last solving the problem of how to get children to eat and to 
enjoy their food, thanks to work being carried on in a unique eom- 
munity kitchen in Rochester, Minn. The prime concern of this 
kitchen is persuading small children to eat without fuss and to en- 
joy the foods that are good for them. The kitchen, the first of its 
kind, is a community project in co-operation with public health 
and endowed in part by private business. 

Here are some of the things already discovered about ehil- 
dren's food preferences: Small children are acutely sensitive to the 
flavors of foods, their odors and temperatures. They dislike both 
ice-cold and very hot foods and beverages. Lukewarm is the so- 
lution. | : 

Young children prefer starchy foods very soft. The Rochester 
experts prepare puddings and custards with just half the amount 
of cornstarch. And mashed potatoes are served moist to the point 
of slushiness. But children also enjoy finger foods and should be 
permitted to eat whenever possible with their fingers. Don’t fret 


over their table manners at this early age... be amused. (What 


a yell I can hear from parents on that one!). 

Keep portions small. Cut a sandwich in four portions. Serve 
Junior small glasses of milk. Let him “reorder” on his preferences. 
Also youngsters prefer milk with a lower cream content more than 
they do milk with high butterfat content. When given very rich 
milk some children fill up on that and neglect other necessary foods. 
Vegetables should be cut in small pieces. Go easy on thin soups. 
The thick ones are easier to eat and have more nutritive value. 

Children’s appetite naturally diminishes at the age of two be- 
cause they become more interested in the things of the world. The 
way to overcome this is to offer wider variety. 

Increasingly, it is being understood that small children will 
eat what is good for them and enjoy it when it is prepared and 
served in the special ways that appeal to them. It seems to me this 
all boils down to cooking to suit the preferences of the young in- 
stead of trying to force adult-style foods down their throats. 


MEN CALL FOOD EDITORS with just as serious questions 
as the women. One of the most recent was from a man who wanted 
to know what’s wrong with beer that won’t keep a head when 
poured into a glass? Well, there could be several things wrong 
but I suspect the anemic collar of foam is due to poor glass-wash- 
ing technique. Beer won’t foam if there is the slightest film of 
grease, or any bit of foreign matter in the glass. Glasses should be 
washed in suds separate from the gravy-coated dishes. They should 
be rinsed in hot water, drained and air dried, not towel dried. The 
lint in the towel may be that bit of foreign matter that discourages 
beer suds. The final precaution is, just before pouring beer, rinse 
giasses quickly in cold water, This will remove any dust that may 
have settled.

Dawadling is unintentional and 
harmless. It sounds like quite 
an innocent little fault. In the 
dictionary, dawdling is described 
as synonymous with “wasting 
time. trifling.” 

But the average mother would 
be more apt to associate daw- 
dling with such words as de- 
spairing, distracting, 
and demoralizii.g, because that’s 
the way the dawdling of her “in 
betweens” makes her feel. 

Tied in with this, or perhaps 
a phase of it, is slowness. Dur- 
ing these in between years it 
shows itself in dressing and 
shoe-lacing and washing, with a 
special aversion to the latter; in 
finding rubbers or school books, 
or in doing an errand upstairs 
or in the cellar. I’m sure you 
can add to the list. 

Why are children, somewhere 
in the years between 8 and 12, 
like this? Because, partly, of 
the stage of growth they are go- 
ing through; because at this age 
they have none of our convic- 
tions about the need of hurry, 
and because they are living so 
passionately in the present. 

What shall you do about it? 

First, label it firmly as just 
“one of those things.” It will 
pass. This will help you to 
keep your sweet disposition— 
and that you must keep! 

Then, have just a few things 
you are adamant about. If the 
dawdling or irresponsibility in 
certain directions continues, and 
creates great inconvenience, let 
your 10-year-old sometimes bear 
the logical consequences: such 
as being late to school enough 
times to be reprimanded. 

As for the rest, avoid nagging, 
provide incentives, and use lots 
of praise. Keep remembering 
that boys—and some girls — 
around 10 always come in for a 
jot of correcting. Don’t let them 
get to think that you don’t like 
them.

Problem Walls 


A long narrow library table 
can furnish a long wall single- 
handed, making it the center of 
interest of the entire room. Two 
iron or cement garden urns 
form the pedestal bases of-the 
table; a plywood flush door 
from a lumber dealer forms the 
table-top. Paint the table to 
harmonize with the room colors;

Find Your Child’s Preference, 
Advises Child Psychologist '

“Approach your child’s problems froni a positive psycho- 

logical angle, rather than from the negative point of view,” said 

Dr. Grace Langdon, Ph.D., and noted child psychologist, in an 
exclusive interview with this reporter. 


Silver-haired Dr. Langdon 
leaned back in her office chair 
and elaborated on her state- 
ment. 

“It’s better to find out what 
makes children be well-ad- 


justed,” she said. “Then pro- 
vide for your child the things, 
the attitudes, the circum- 
stances that produce good ad- 
justment for him. It is, of 
course, a highly individual- 
ized operation for each sep- 
arate child,- but research 
promises to give us some of 
the answers, at least, soon.” 
Important among the “things” 
that help make for a well-ad- 


justed child, Dr. Langdon said, |

She suggests as toys for in- 
fants up to two years: baby 
needs brightly colored, light- 
weight toys of varied textures.
